From what they tell me I draw 
two impressions, first that

American opinion slowly Is realizing 
that the war wounds from which 
the world Is suffering wont be heal- 
ed by, simply eaying: Europe doesn't 
interest us," and secondly that Amer- 
ica never will consent to participat- 
ing in European affairs BO long as 
there is any disagreement between 
French and English policy.

WILD FLOWERS ARE 


GETTING SCARCE, 
SAYS JOHN CULVER 


John Culver says that the wild 


flowers around here are becoming 
more and more scarce. He says that 
years ago there used to be many more 
varieties of the 
different 
flowers 


than can be found now. Most of the 
difference Is shown in the Quanti- 
ties, however. A few flowers of most 
all the kinds can be found if one 
only searches long enough, but the 
huge masses of them are gone—a few 
blossoms are found where there used 
to be great fields of them, 


PEW TO BE FOUND. 


There are very few of the flowers 
ommonly called Dutchman's breech- 
s to be found around Decatur now. 
These are only in the parts of the 
woods that are least often visited. 
'rllliums are another of the spring 
lowers that have almost disappear- 
d. Probably the one that shows vhe 
greatest decrease In numbers is the 
jluebell. Mr. Culver says that when 
he was a boy he would see fields of 
he bluebells that looked liice ore 
olid mass. Now It is hard to find 
.hem and there are not many in any 
me place when they are found. 


CUTTING TIMBEH. 


The main trouble Is that the tim- 


ber is being cut down. In the few 
places w?Pre there are 
standing 


rees the ground under the trees Is 
kept clear so that no wild flowers have 
a chance. The spring and fall flow- 


grow mostly In the woods, ac- 


cording to Mr. Culver. The spring 
ones especially are either white or 
pink. Some are even a red color. 
Most of the summer flowers -are 
found in the open and are yellow. 


ALONG RIVER. 


The best place to find wild flow- 


ers around Decatur is in the woods 
along the Sangamon. Tjere are many 
here but they are fast going- and 
Mr. Culver thinks that In several 
years some of the varieties that are 
scarce now will have entirely disap- 
peared. 


Someone suggested that possibly 


Air. Culver had not been out in the 
woods as much as he used to be, but

Dne Man Gets Check for 


$52,000 for Apples.

Coch have Just 
returned fram 
a 


meeting of the Illinois State Horti- 
culture Society in Calhoun 
county 


They had a very interesting and In- 
structive course of meetings, while 
there. -Moat of the party met at St. 
Louis rnd went up the Mississippi to 
Prultland. The men made a complete 
tour of the county, from the south to 
the north, In automobiles. 


APPLES PRINCIPAL CROP. 


In telling about the trip Mr. Bur- 


rows said, "Calhoun county Is sur- 
rounded by rivers. The land is very 
hilly and yet they have some of the 
best corn 'n the state. It yields 75 
bushels per acre. Clover yields two 
bushels of seed per acre and yet 
both ot these are 
only 
incidental 


crops. The principal thing raised is 
apples. 


"The land around Decatur is flat 


and the dust mulch method Is used 
In the orchards. In the hilly county, 
which most men think it Is Imposs- 
ible to plow, the men plant corn and 
clover between the trees. Some o< the 
hills around Calhoun county are a? 
high as the court house. 


"When the men are plowing 
or 


planting this land, the horses are 
driven around the hills In corkscrew 
fashion. Sometimes they can spray 
three or four rows at once they are 
so down hill. 


RAISE OWN TREES. 


•These men are Independent of the 


nursery-men. They raise 
all 
their 


own trees and set out only one year 
old trees. It Is much easier to train 
the whips than to set out older trees. 
It would be too much of » shock to 
these older trees to be shaped and 
trained. 


CROP BRINGS ?52,000. 


"Chris- Ringhausen, the owner 


one of the largest apple farms has 
lately sold a crop of 300 acres. The 
only thing he does about harvesting 
the apples Is to estimate the number 
of apples on the land, and sell the 
crop to one of the wholesale men. He 
received a check for $52,000 for this 
one lot of apples. The buyer does al 
the harvesting and stands all chanci 
of loss. The buv-T also 
transports 


the crop to the river, ihere are no 
railroads In the county, 


VARfETIEa 


"The varieties In that part of the 


state are about the same 
as 
are 


found around here. The wealthy, 
a 


sour cooking apple, Is being harvest- 
ed now. Each man has some of the 
Grimes Golden and the 
Jonathans 


for fancy apples and enough of other 
varieties so that there Is gome of 
';he fruit ripe all the time. 
, 


"Practically, all 
the 
orchards 


around there are operated 
by the 


owners. The sons of the farmers do 
much of the work. 


PROGRAM IN OPEN. 


"One day the men had a night pro- 


gram In the open. Dr. J. L. Roberts 
of Madison, Wls., an expert-ln prun- 
ing-, talked and the next morning he 
illustrated his talk. Dr. C. E. Lewis, 
an expert In marketing, who is from 
the rich apple district of Oregon and 
Idaho, talked to the men on one of 
the most complex problems of ap- 
ple growing. 


BIGGEST SUMMER MEETING. 
'This meeting was the 
biggest 


summer meeting ever held. The win- 
ter meetings are all right when you 
sit around a nice fire and hear all 
about how things ought to be done, 
but the best way is to get on the 
land and see the thing done. 


PROCESSION OP CARS. 


"The transportation was handled 


like a military procession. Each car 
was marked and every man was as- 
signed to one car. These cars all 
kept In order and the one man at 
the head of the committee managed 
the whole thing. 
There were at 


least eighty cars In the tour that 
lasted two days. 


ROADS SLIPPERY. 


I "Illinois Is a big apple state. Men 
attended the meeting from Quincy to 
east o£ Danville, from Cairo to Chi- 
cago and Dixon. 
Exerythlng was 


well arranged. Meals were served In 
the open by the church women. At 
every stop there were big jars of 
lemonade. The trip was very hot. 
The dust was six and eight inches 
deep until the rain. This rain, al- 
though it was heavy and made the 
roads slippery, did not stop the men. 
They put on their chains and the 
car« skidded from side to side. These 
men understood the roads ana driv- 
ing in these hills.

SPLASHED OUT. 


The pool does not leak. Neither 


does Mr. Stamper think that the boys 
soak up the water. He was careful 
to explain that the reason that the 
pool had to be filled several times a 
day was because all the water gets 
splashed out 
The girls do much 


mare squealing when they are In the 
water, but the boys beat when it 
comes to splashing. 


In the forenoons | the pool Is used 


only by boys that have special per- 
mission. This Is granted to those who 
do some* special work around the 
grounds 
It is llgured that if a boy 


spends a couple of hours working in 


the sun'to make the'grounda better, be 
deserves a swim. Then the boys fig- 
ure that if they get a swim it is 
worth an hour's hard work. In the 
afternoon the pool is used first by 
the girls, then the smaller boys, and 
again by the larger boys. After that 
it is used by special groups—clubs, 
parties or some times by the people 
from the union mission. 


LEARN TO SWIM. 


Three boys who had never been 


swimming any place than at the Pines 
went to the boys' camp. They were 
as surprised as were the older peo- 
ple when they discovered that all 
three of them could swim quite well.

WHAT $25 HAS DONE. 


It is safe to say that the founder 


of the William Harmon foundation, 
whoever he is or was, had studied 
the needs of college students, or 
quite possibly he had had that need 
himself, enough ".o realize that often 
there comes a time in the life of the 
college student when even a small 
lift will hoist him over a bad spot in 
his college course. 


Setting aside an endowment to 


provide for loans o£ ?250 to college 
students as this foundation does 
shows a real knowledge o£ college 
needs, and of a particular need which 
•very student of college conditions 
realizes is often present but is usual- 
'ly oveilooked by those with wealth 
to giva for college purposes. 
MU- 


likln is fortunate in being put on the 
list. 
It should make an effort to 


show that the experimental number 
placed here are used to the very best 
advantage. 


But sums one tenth the size of the 


amount set aside oy this foundation 
fo- student loans, loans of $25 each, 
have kept students In Millikin who 
•would, without that comparatively 
small lift, have been compelled to 
leave college. 


Twenty-five dollars Is a small sum 


In these days of high college tuition 
lees, high board, high railroad fares, 
Tlgh rents and 
other high 
costs 


•which face the student who Is de- 


termined to have a c"'lege training 
even though the financial obstacles 
seem almost insurmountable, 


in MiUikin itself during the last 


college year one hundred dollars, 
contributed by a man who has aerer 
permitted his name to he known ex- 
cept to the man through whom the 
money was secured, enabled four stu- 
dents, three men and one" girl, to 
finish their college year. 
Twenty- 


five dollars loaned to each, of those 
young people was just that final lift 
which enabled them 
io complete 


their year's work. 


The man who loaned this money 


did not ask lor it back. All-that he 
asked was that the students who 
were helped by it pay It back to a 
trustee in lonr years and that it then 
be used to help other students who 
might need such lifts. 


Twenty-five dollars is not a great 


sum. Neither ie a fifty foot mud- 
hole a long stretch in the highway 
but it can effectually prevent the 
continuation of a thousand 
mile 


motor trip if it comes at a particu- 
larly difficult place in the road. 


REPEAL NOT FAVORED. 


With the totals in the poll which 


the Literary Digest is taking on the 
sentiment in regard to national pro- 
hibition reaching more than 350,000 
votes they can now be said to be 
approaching a 
volume 
which 
is 


worthy of consideration as an ex- 
pression of the trend of public opin- 
ion. 


The vote of 357,600 votes Is divid- 


ed into three groups—for strict en- 
forcement, 135,834; for modification 
so that light wines and beer may be 
sold, 145,727; for repeal of the pro- 
hibition amendment to the constitu- 
tion, 76,039. 


These figures show that out of 


every five who have so far cast a 
vote two are for strict enforcement 
of the present amendment and the 
Volstead act, two for a modification 
of the Volstead act or of the amend- 
ment to permit the sale of the lighter 
liquors and one for a repeal of bofh 
the amendment and the Volstead au. 


The outstanding 
feature 
of the 


total vote is that the old style saloon 
is outlawed by four to one. Absolute 
repeal 
of 
the 
constitutional rule 


against Intoxicating liquors is in a 
hopeless minority. 


In smaller communities than the 


large industrial cities it is probable 
that a vote on the proposition to es- 
tablish again the old time saloon 
with its gambling room on the sec- 
ond floor and its bawdy house on the 
third would not receive a ten per 
cent vote. 


The claim Is made that If the rote 


were confined to industrial workers 
that the majority would be heavily 
in favor of a repeal of the amend- 
ment and against the laws forbid- 
ding the sale of intoxicating liquor. 
A vote taken ia the factory of the, 
Edison Co. in New Jersey is quoted 
as an example of such sentiment. 
The vote of more than 2,000 workers 
was taken and it stood 93 lor strict 
enforcement, 978 lor modification and 
966 for repeal. 
But even here the 


the total repealers wars In the min- 
ority. ' 


Some of those who are very strong- 


ly In favor of strict enforcement are 
taking exception to the poll. This i* 
a mistake. Open, honest, square dis- 
cussion of any subject can be only 
beneficial to the just side ol the 
cause. 


This is a country -la which, the 


freest expression of public opinion 
ii sought A refusal to face the is- 
sue is a mistake. 


The Digest is planning to carry 


out a poll of 11,000,000 voters. Ttoe 
results will be watched with inter- 
est.

inance Mas passed. It passed with but 
ft single dissenting vote. That such 
i» true, in the. faca ot its illegality 
»nd Its utter disregard for a proper 
apportionment oj the available funds 
1* an insult to the whole city, and 
Ita people cannot but resent it, 


Perhaps it should be acknowledged 


that the ordinance 
as 
drawn 
no 


doubt 
did require much time for 


thought and deliberation by Mr. Mont- 
gomery. It Is manifestly 
apparent, 


however, that these hours were not 
•pent in deliberation as to an equit- 
able adjustment ot funds, but rather 
»i to how the. ordinance could be 
• tailed along until its passage was 
forced unchanged, due to the expir- 
ation of thd time limit allowed by 
(*nr for its passage. 


~ 
Weekj ago we were ready to con- 


•ider the budget, but those persons 
responsible lor its presentation caus- 
ed its delay in an effort to defeat 
any opposition to Its passage. It is 
indeed to be regretted that the mem- 
bers of the council who voted for 
tha passage of the ordinance and thus 
Indicated their disregard for public 
Interests, are seated in any official 
capacity. 


It is very gratifying indeed to learn 


that follow-in? the 
presentation of 


my motion to anunend the ordinance 
.which motion went without a second, 
that Mr. Ruthiauff stated m open 
council that he should have seconded 
the motion but he feared any am- 
mendment might take more funds 
from his department. 


Mr. Ruthrauff is to be congratulat- 


ed for haMng a sense of fairness,

Increase over his last year's appropri- 
ation of practically 30.7 per cent, 
whereas the street department Is re- 
duced some 4.4 per cent. 


And as for Mr. Montgomery, he 


qualifies his work on the ordinance 
with the statement that he Is not 
appropriating campaign funds 
for 


any 
commissioner. 
Such a petty, 


measly, contemptable remark savors 
only of the man who make it. Per- 
haps Mr. Montgomery will now ex- 
plain to the public why he withheld 
certain bills against the street de- 
partment contracted and approved 
during the month of March and April 
and paid them during May and June, 
thus makng It necessary to pay them 
from this year's meagre appropria- 
tion whereas there was remaining In 
the street department funds on April 
1st, about $4,300, and on April 80th, 
about $1,500, which now reverts to 
the general fund and will be re- 
distributed to all departments and 
which should have been used to pay 
those bills.

streets.

and over 100 miles 
of alliys to 


maintain, not including parkings to 
maintain and keep free of i^eeds, dead 
and fallen trees to be removed, and 
sidewalk crossings to be built and 
maintained. All this is to be done for 
a year and*from the munificent sum 
of $25,700. 


Why It Is radlculous and positively 


unbelievable that the "Wizard of Fin- 
ance" could suggest such-a figure. 
Why less money Is appropriated for 
the street department this year than 
for ,any of the rast eleven years, 
and we have possibly 20 miles more 
pavement and over

emergency coal distribution to In- 
dividual consumer* Is entirely In the 
hinds at state authorities, except for 
railway coal, Secretary Hoover, chair- 
man of the federal coal distribution 
committee, announced tonight. The 
federal government, he stated, will 
limit its activities In coal distribu- 
tion ±b Interstate questions. 


Principles embraced in. the admin- 


istration's plan of coal distribution, 
Mr. Hoover 
explained, have

communicated to the governors, who

the

committee. Distribution problems, he 
added, vary In different groups of 
•tales such as in New England, the 
middle Atlantic, 
southern, middle 


west and northern lake states so 


• that there can be no uniform pro- 


gram. 


BUNKEK REGULATIONS. 


Consurva';lon of the nation's coal 


supply within Its boundaries will be 
necessary, he declard, and bunkering 
concerns along the Atlantic seaboard 
have been asked to bunker ships only 
to the next port of call and after 
August 1 to require foreign ships to 
bunker abroad for the round trip. 


Coal exports, he asserted, would be

Many Still Turn in Streets, 


. Blocking Traffic. 


There is no doubt that the new 


parking rules have opened up North 
Main street. North Water street and 
other downtown streets and made 
navigation altogether, «asler for ve- 
hicles. It is now a pleasure to drive 
along those streets where it used to 


• a nervous strain. The clear space 


between the lines of parked vehicles 
and the street car tracks expedites 
the movement of vehicles, and what- 
ever expedites traffic reduces con- 
gestion. 


There are not so many cars parked 


on these streets because each car oc- 
cupies more lineal space when parked 
parallel to th curb than when parked 
at an angle. Also tbere is more park- 
ng space wasted. The result of that 
s there are more cars parked on side 
streets than formerly. 


EAST TO DO. 


It is noticed that few automobile 


drivers are able to get a car into a 
parallel parking space only a little 
longer than the car. It is just as easy 
as rolling off a log, or at least as 
easy as rolling a log, when one knows 
how. Any day one can see some driver 
naklng futile efforts to get into a 
parallel stall and finally give it up 
and drive away. 


Somebody ought to do a good busi- 


ness in Decatur with a Chicago Yellow 
Cab school until we acquire some ex- 
pertness. It is a trick worth know- 
ng and there are «. good many peo- 
ple who would be willing to pay 
omethlng to learn it. 


ON LINCOLN SQUARE. 


The right angle parking on Lincoln 


Square Is not such an unqualified suc- 
cess, strange as It may seem, It does 
not appear to work the same in the 
different corners of the square. In 
he southwest corner, where the park- 
ed cars for the most part have busi- 
ness, the right angle parking was 'a 
decided handicap. 


The right angle stall was harder to 


get into and harder to get out of and 


motherhood the operation of parking was a great- 


er obstruction to traffic. The ninety- 
degree parking lines have been chang- 
ed to about- sixty-degree lines, which 
are found to work much, better. In 
:he southeast and northwest corners 
he right angle parking is more satis- 
!actory. 


AT ALL ANGLES. 


The six-foot rule on streets where 


angle parking Is permitted Is the 
ame old hit-and-miss business that 
he forty-five degree rul» was. There 
havs al-yays been many automobile 
drivers who did not know *n angle of 
forty-five degrees from a fence post 
and there are now as many who can- 
not distinguish six feet from a rod. 


It will always be so till parking 


lines are marked, and at that. there 
will be some who cannot hit an eight- 
foot pakring space. The worst of all 
in, the present slack of observance- of 
th* regulation is the amount of space 
wasted, because there are so many 
people who utterly Ignore the fact 
that there are other cars to be parked 
besides their own, 


TURN IN BUSY STREET. 


There Is said to be a clause in the 


new regulations forbidding tha turn- 
ing of automobiles in certain streets 
but most drivers evidently do not 
know It. Every day one sees cars 
turned around In downtown streets, 
blocking four streams of vehicular 
traffic and keeping pedestrians guess- 
ing till they' are completely turned 
and headed away on their course. 


A minimum speed limit has never 


been fixed In Decatur but automobil- 
ists generally -will agree that .the- car 
which drags along 'at eight or ten 
miles an h'our In a street .where traf- 
llo is moving at fifteen or twenty 
miles an hour is a more serious men- 
ace than the occasional car which Is 
exceeding th» speed limit Everybody 
must turn out to pass the dragging 
car and on a street like North Main 
street at night, .when traffic is thick, 
this Is always adding to the hazard.

Some of these people have learned to 
krow me and don't stop but me'-ely 
wave their hards as they pass.

THREE MILES AN HOUR. 


"When people tell you that they 


walk five or even four miles an hour 
you will usually find that they are 
the same people who say that they 
saw an automobile going 
at 
sixty 


miles an hour on North Main street. I 
have walked all my life and feel that 
I am a pretty good walker. 


"My normal gait when I am out lor 


a hike of this kind is three to three 
and a half miles an hour. 


"I can walk at four miles an hour 


but It Is an abnormal gait and there- 
fore wearing. There are men, long 
legged fellows, who have learned to 
walk, that can step four miles an hour 
easily and perhaps can go five but 
they are very very rare. 


TAKES OFF WEIGHT. 


"I haie found that In hot weather 


when one perspires freely It is easy 
to reduce weight at the rate of a 
pound an hour, if one abstains from 
water. I hava cut off three pounds 
In a single hike. Of course you Quick- 
ly put back most of that loss. But 
I drink water freely and when I get 
back from a hike I have a cup of cof- 
fee and a roll If I feel hungry. 


'I never was a heaiy eater and 


I try to keep my consumption or food 
down to normal. 
I 
don't 
starve 


myself nor make a hog of my- 
self 
at the 
table but I certainly 


do enjoy my meals. When I began 
walking I weighed 229 pounds. On 
the scales a few days ago I weighed 
202 bjt I have several times been un- 
der 200. 


COMPANY OCCASIONALLY. 


"Usually I do my walking in the 


morning but sometimes in the after- 
noon anrl occasionally both morning 
and evening. Sometimes I have com- 
pany on these trips but I am alone 
most of the-trips. On the hard road 
west of tha city walking at night Is 
difficult. 
There ars automoblllsts 


who 
deliberately and Intentionally 


force you off the edge of the pave- 
ment to tha shoulders and you hop 
quickly to avoid getting hit and they 
frequently laugh as they pass. 


"No, I have never considered the 


matter of carrying a gun to shoot 
holes through the tires of the fellows 
who do that. I am not a gunman 
you know, but I am not sure that I 
would not enjoy seeing some one else 
wreak that kind of vengeance.
